America and England, 


Just at present the newspapers are dia- 
cussing the posnibility of a war with Great 
Britain, which they predict will grow out of 
tho difficulties attending tho Behring Sea 
seal fishery dispute. A few years ago it was 
the Nova Scotia fishery dispute which the 
chronic war prophets told us would result in 
a bloody war with Great Britain, Durin, 
our Civil War there was considerable fear o! 
complications which would lead to a war 
with England. While America is not actu- 
ally engaged in war with Great Britain sho 
is usually talking over the possibilities of war. 
Of course there is going to be no war with 
Great Britain. It is the very last thing that 
both countries desire, and there ia no provo- 
cation that is worthy of the name. It is too 
late in the afternoon of time for two of the 
greatest nations of the civilized world to go 
to war over a few fish or a few wretched 
seals, If such a matter as this cannot be 
settled by arbitration, it might as well be ac- 
knowledged that civilization is a failure, 
The United States is getting too old for the 
bantam jingo policy that has characterized 
her atateartcnte at timesin the past. The 
airs of arrogant braggadocio are suitable to 
boys and baby nations, but do not comport 
with the dignity of men and well established 
governments, ‘The United States has passed 
through the vealy period, when the mention 
of England caused her to ‘square off” like 
a schoolboy in a playground fight. It is an 
ungrateful child that hates its own mother. 
This hatred of England on the part of the 
nited States is unnatural. John Bull, 
doubtless, lias his faults, and some of them 
are serious ones; but they are our own fami- 
ly failings, and when we denounce and ridi- 
cule England, we dance our own skeleton 
out of his close’ Yankee Blad

Notes for Cheese-makers for 
Aucust. 
By Jas. W. Rosertson, Dairy Commissioner 


A cheese factory's reputation is largely de- 
termined by the quality of its August, Sep- 
tomber and October output, The beginning 
of August ia a fit time for every choese-mak- 
er who has had only partial success during 
the hot weather to redeem his reputation and 
that of his factory. A comparison of the 
prices realised for the summer cheese of On- 
tario with the figures reported from the 
United States market shows that Canadian 
cheese are in demand at higher rates than 
American cheese will sell for, That we have 
gained in reputation and in market favour 
with British importers and consumers is evi 
dent. That this advance and advantage are 
the result of the applied skill of less than 
half of our cheese-makers is well known to 
those who visit the factories and handle 
their products, To reach and to speedily 
help those who work in cheese factories with 
out any ambition or aspiration for improve- 
ment is well-nigh impracticable 

However, we desire to make helpful infor- 
mation not only attainable but unavoidable 
to such, 

In a short time there will be numerous 
cable orders from England, calling for ** cool 
August cheeso,” That brief description im- 
plies a mild, rich flavor that may be pre- 
served for the winter trade, a firm, solid 
body ‘' full of meatiness,” a fine outside fin- 
ish, with clean, bright rinds, free from 
cracks, and bandages fresh looking and not 
likely toappearmouldy. To belp the cheese 
makers in manufacturing a class of goods 
that may be satisfactorily shipped on such 
orders, I call attention to some thinge, both 
outside and inside of the factories which 
need their immediate and special personal 


agement, to try to bring it to the very front 
in point of reputation for the excellent quali 
ty of its product. Work conscic ntiously for 
that ond, then talk your factory up always 
and wherever you go, and get your patrons 
to do likewise. In short, think and work to 
make your factory and its product worthy of 
a higher reputation, especially for August 
cheese,

Stanley’s Health. 


Mr. Charles Coombs Tennant, brother in 
law of Mr. Henry M. Stanley, arrived in New 
York from England, on Sunday last. He 
came to make arrangements for the reception 
of Mr. Stanley himself, who will arrive 
some time in November to fill his engage 
ment for a lecture tour in the United States. 
““Mr. Stanley was still vory ill when 1 left 
home,” said Mr. Tennant; ‘ but Dr, Parke, 
his physiciau, bopes to ae him*throngh all 
right. He has what is known as jungle fey- 
er, and his system is still full of malaris. 
He is now at Milchet, the country seat of 
Lady Ashburton, in Hampshire, From 
there he will go to Malvern Springs, aud af- 
ter a stay of three wecks he will proceed to 
Carlsbad, where, it is hoped, the treatment 
will prove of great benetit. He is still au- 
able to take avy but liquid nourishment, bat 
he is gradually gaining in strength.”

lish, against good morals or manners, is cool 
indeed, That Mr. Blaine should defend pir- 
acy by American cruisers on the ground 
that the United States was defending the 
rights of mankind is ridiculous in the ex- 
treme, und conld come from no other politi- 
cian than an Américan one, accustomed to big 
phrases aud buocombe, Of course, Lord Sal- 
isbury docs not find it difficult to ridicule 
Mr. Blaine out of bis absurd attitude, ‘The 
United States, as the self-constituted judge 
jory and executioner of international laws 
which it only has made, is a spectacle for 
laughter, Mr. Blaine’s anger against the 
Canadian Government, which prevented 
Lord Salisbury from giving away far too 
much at one period of the negotiations, 
knows po bounds. The necessity for con 
sulting the Canadian Government at every 
step in this and other negotiations with the 
United States where Canadian interests aro 
involved is made clear by the history of this 
controversy. — Witnexs.

Fiome-Made Jams and Jellies, 


Belonging to the small class of the few 
home-made articles for table use, that are 
greatly superior to those thatcan be bought 
of even the best wholesale manufactorics, 
preserves and jellies may be safely ranked, 
and it is therefore much better to make them. 
at home, not only on account of these good 
qualities, butas well from motives ofeconomy, 
as good preserves can be made by the house 
keeper, even when the fruitmust be bought 
at half the cost of purchasing them. 

But as great daintiness and nicety is re- 
quired in making them, in order to besuccess- 
ful. Where experience is wanting and the 
young housekeeper is ignorant of the art, 
great care must be given the work, and pa- 
tience and judgment exercised. None but 
the most perfect and best flavored ‘ruit should 
ho used for pi ; it should be carefully 
vicked befor ming too ripe, aud never 
Britsca’or ughly handled. 

The sugar should be the best cut sugar, if 
clear, well-flavored pr aro. desired. 
If not sea ed, a pound o! should be 
used for every pound of fruit ; if sealed, loss 
will anawer for fruit not too tart—though 
we know some old-fashioned housekeopers, 
whoare famous for the superior quality and 
beauty of their re ves and jellies, who 
insist that equal quantities of sugar and 
fruit must always bo used in order to have 
rich, perfect y Orves, 

All fruit that requires paring should be 
put immediately in very cold water, and 
allowed to remain until sufficient quantity 
has been prepared ; this prevents the fruit 
from becoming discolored, Whore the fruit 
is tonder anid itis desired to keop its shape 
and color, it may be dipped quickly 
strong lomon juice, and when the syrup ix 
made in which it ia to be ¢ “1, am little 
lomon juice’ may be added. Some cooks use 
alum water for hardening fruit for prosery 
ing, but we do not advise it, 

X procolain kottle id best for proserving ; 
too largo a quantity sliould never be cooked 
at one time. Large fruits may be put in the 
syrup, cooked rapidly at first and then 
slowly to preserve the shapes if the fruit is 
cooked, and the ayrup yet thin, take up a 
picco at. time, carefully boil the kyrap un. 
til thick, return the fruit to it and cook 
slowly. 

Small fruits should be cooked slowly thirty 
or forty minutes. Preserves keep best in 
small, glass jars or tumblers, with papor 
dipped in brandy laid on the tops,

ovor and add more sugar, If dry or candied 
in the jars, set thom in a pot of cold water

ve to twenty dollars a month may 
be considered as the average of their income, 
out of which they have to pay for their 
terms; and moreover there is an onerous 
discount on the paper money which they re- 
ceive from Russia. Irom this it is easy to 
see that they are obliged to endure consider- 
able privations, and consequcntly they are 
forced to make their headquarters in la 
Glaciere, Saint Victor, and Croulebarbé, 
where the facilities of cheap living are 
ubundant. 

When a student or a refugee arrives he 
notifies his countrymen. There is a society 
among them to which the new comer applies. 
With its help he is enabled to find a lodging, 
which costs from $15 to $25 a year. Tie 
brings along with hini his furniture, which 
consists of skins and bed clothing. If he is 
rich, comparatively, he buys a trunk, some 
straw atl abed. If he has not suflicient 
means to procure these Inxurics, he does 
without them, and sleeps on the floor, like 
Mile. Eroquine and many others, patiently 
waiting until he can save up, cent after cent, 
enough to buy a bed. If he is completely 
destitute he is placed with another comrade 
equally cmbarrassed, whose home and misery 
he shares. It is not arare thing to find 
among them room-mates, men or women, 
who pay from $$ to $10 a year for their 
apart nts, 

In food the Russian student is also ex- 
tremely cconomical. He eats black bread 
and cabbage. Meat is a luxury which he 
enjoys only once a week. The quality of his 
ood troubles him little; quantity with hii is 
the main object, Therefore he fills himself 
with cheap stale bread, including the refuse 
crusts of the restaurants. When he is able 
to have a more substantial meal he gocs to 
one of the Russian boarding house whee he 
vets thenational dishesatacheap cnough rate, 
Vhe most important of these establishments 
is the Students’ Restaurant kept by M. Koch 
in the Rue de In Glaciere, It isin the rear 
of the building, is clean and spacious, but 
ther irse, no evidence of luxury in 
it, The gardens of a religious community 
can be seen from it, and the sight refreshes 
the poor students, sometimes almost worn 
out by hard study in their garrets, with lit- 
tle light and less air, his restaurant has 
about cighty customers. ‘There is only one 
meal a day, the dinner, which for somo be- 
gins at noon and for others at 5 in the after. 
noon, ‘The price of cach dish never exceeds 
twenty centimes, and the entire menu costs 
about fourteen cents, Those who come to 
dine a la carte and have no cash write down 
in a book the amount of their debts at the 
ond of cach meal, and pay when their money

Vick’s Magazine gives the following of in- 
terest in rose culture : ‘An annual enriching 
of the soil, winter protection when needed, 
destruction of injurious insects and proper 
proning constitute the essentials of its culti- 
vation. In the first place, if the plants are 
provided with plenty of fertilizing material 
in a form they can take up and assimilate 
when they commence to make their first 
growth in the spring, they will, by their in- 
creased vigor, be better abletosustain them- 


riching the soil secures at the same time the 
ability to produce more and better flowers 
and to contend against parasiticadversaries. 
Well rotted stable manure, or the commer- 
cial phosphates, will supply the needed 
nutriment. A garden syringe and some 
whale oil soap with which to make a solu- 
tion in water, are pretty much all that are 
neoded to fight insects with. The soap water 
will destroy tlie green fly and the slug, and 
keep at bay the little roschopper or thrips, 
and while used PrP Against 
those insects, 1t will impede the work of 
some others. If the leaf roller should BY 
pear to be active about the time the buds 
are filling it can be crushed between the 
leaves, looking the bushes oyer carefully for 
this purpose. “The correct pruning of roses 
must be based on the fact that the flowers wie 
produced on the new wood. To keep up a 
supply of new wood is the point to be 
mune The new shoots grow from those 
which are produced last, and have become 
hard and ripened, as it 18 technically called. 
Tho spring pruning should be deferred until 
the most severe weather is past, but it 
should be done while the buds are yet dor- 
mant. ‘The skill to decide how much wood 
to remove can be acquired only by experience 
A strong, Vigorous plantcan be allowed more 
proportionately than a weaker one, If a 
tew large blooms are wanted prane short; 
for tho greatest quantity, prune long. To get 
any good results from climbing roses, prin: 
ing must beattended to systematically every 
year, and it is for want of this attention 
that. they so speedily become ill looking. 
With proper pruning most beautiful effects 
can be produced with them on walls, pillars 
or trellises, 


Howto Test Dairy Salt- 


Tho following method of testing salt used 
for dairy purposes is laid down by salt mani. 
facturess. Itisa simple test and can be tried 
by any ore: ‘The most practical method of 
testing salt in the absonce of a chemical 
analysis, and one so simple that any dairy- 
man can satisfy himself of the purity or com> 
parative qualities of dairy salt: 

Take ax many common drinking glasses or 
large test tubes os there are samplos of salt 
to oxamine, and fill cach alike with clear, 

pure water; then disolve a teaspoonful of 
salt from cach sample and note the compari- 
son from the instant the saltis added: The 
solution showing tho loast soum, sediment, 
foam, milky color, or othor impurities, is 
tho best dairy salt, Tlavor of the salt may 
bo detected from this solution after it has 
atood from one to two hours closely cover

PRISONERS OF THE MAHDI. 


Report That All the Europeans Haye Been 


Released 


It is indeed good news, if it is true, that 
the Mahdi’s successor has released all the 
Kuropean’s wha have been the prisoners of 
his predecessor and himself since the fall of 
Khartoum. Few people are ever placed in 
so hapless a position as that of these twelve 
or fifteen Europeans, who for a number of 
years have been at the mercy of fanatical 
enemies, scemingly out of reach of human 
the prisoners sre natives of 

Germany, Austria, Italy, and 
No Government has attempted to 
negotiate for their release, for there has 
reason to believe that negotia- 
tions would be fruitless. Some of the pris- 
oners sent word to Europe that any inter- 
ference in their behalf would only increase 
their misery. An expedition to rescue them 
would certainly have been fatal to them all. 
SeVeral attempts have been made by private 

rsops and a Catholic mission to bring 
about the release of the prisoners, but every

Trafic in the Sault Can 


The accident to the ult Ste, Marie 
Canal is, it seems, more serious than it was 
at firat thought to be, It has been dis. 
covered that one of the large valves in the 
look, which is worked by hydraulic power, 
is broken, Before it can’ be repaired all the 
water in the lock must be pumped out, 
which will bo a very tedious undertaking, 
The superintendent of tho canal telographed 
on Friday to Mr, James Beatty, lake traffic 
manager of the C.P.R., that tho canal 
would not in all probability bo open for 
tratlic for a few days to come, In conse- 
quenco of this announcement Mr, Beatty at 
once notified the agents of his company to 
withhold any of its boats which wonid have 
to pass cel the canal. It is expected 
the damage will be repaired by Wednesday 
and that traffic will then be resumed, As 
it is traffic is practically suapended on the 
canal, and the acoumulation of vessels both 
above and below the lock will cause consid- 
erable delay even after the repairs have been 
made. Some few years ago passenger ves- 
sels always took precedence in the eyent of 
a crush at the locks, but this rule has si 
altered, and no matter how many passer 
gera the steamers carry they must take their 
turn with all the vessels, The rapidly in- 
creasing trade of the caval would no doubt 
justify another lock, which it is generally 
conceded could be most advantageously 
placed on the Canadian side. There is not 
generally much delay to traffic on the canal, 
but should a vessel be delayed on the down 
journey at the lock it often means the serious 
inconvenience of remaining there all night. 
As the season of navigation is short, those 
using this route are calling for detter accom 
modation, Au accident is liable to occur at 
any time, and such a one as the present 
means the loss of much money to vessel own- 
cra,

Crop Prospects in Kansas. 


Torreka, Kas, Aug. 1,—The, secretary of 
the State Board of Agricultural has returned 
from the north-western part of the State and 
brings gloomy reports of the crop prospects. 
He is preparing a circular urging the farm 
era to save themselves from total loss by 
plantiog a second crop of corn, millet or 
cape. Othorwise there will be much suffer- 
ing and loss, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., August 1.—Special de 
spatches from various points in Western 
Kansas state that the hot winds of the past 
three days have materially reduced the al- 
ready low condition of crops in that part of 
the state, The winds have literally cooked 
corn until many fields will not yield a single 
ear, This condition prevails along the Miss- 
ouri Pacific from Concordia to the western 
boundary, Kast of Concordia for a hundred 
miles the yield of corn may, under favorable 
conditions, amount to five or ten per cent. of 
last year’s crop, From this point east to 
Atchinson the crop will be forty to fifty per 
cent, of last year’s yield, if the rain fall con: 
tinues moderate, In the dry spots of the 
state the hot winds have also burned up the 
grass so that the yield of bay will be very 
low. 

A later despatch says:—The most general 
rains that have fallen in six weeks visited all 
parts of Kansas on Sunday night and Mon- 
day morning. There were few if any sec- 
tions which did not get some rain. The hot 
winds last week did further damage to corn, 
however, and in the greater part of the state 
the rains were too late to do any good, 


The Manitoba Crop. 


Mr, T. G, Shaughnessy, assistant presi- 
lent of the C P.R. has contributed his quota 
of information respecting the Northwest 
crops. Upon the basis of many telegrams 
he places the yield of wheat at 17,000,000 
bushels, of which 12,000,000 will be for ex 
port. Last year it was hoped that the total 
yield would be 12,000,000, bushels, but owing 
to the bad weather and other unavoidable 
ciscumstancer it fell to between seven and 
eight millions, Harvest, he says, will be 
reaped much earlier than last year. In some 
of the southern portions of Manitoba it is 
even now being gathered, but it will be 
about the l4th or 15th before harvesting be 
comes general, This increase is attributed 
to fine weather, the absence of frosts, a large 
influx of settlers and au increased area under 
production. The company have made every 
arrangement for moving the crop promptly

‘actor in conducting gas great distances in 
the pressure it has at tho well, So far the 
gauge has shown a rock pressure of over 500 
cet to the inch, 

Not only in Canada, but the world over, 
may the development of natural gas be said 
to be in its infancy, In the initial stages of 
the industry there has been much loss of lab- 
orand waste of gas, which experience is 
showing to be unnecessary, The chief draw- 
back is the uncertainty as to the life of a 
well. Although it has been pointed out that 
a well at Port Colborne has Bead flowing gas 
for twenty six years, it must be borne in 
mind that the flow has decreased very con- 
siderably since gas was first tapped. It is 
believed by scientists that there is an abun- 
dant supply for many years to coine in the 
gas fields now known, should proper restric- 
tions be adopted,

“Too often cheese that are fairly we 
made are injured if not ruined through in- 
attention, The temperature becoming too 
high, green cheese will ripen too quickly ; 
badly cured cheese becomes porous and all 
are sent off flavor. On the other hand two 
low temperature retards the curing and in- 
jures the quality, as willan uneven tempera- 
ture. ‘Too much attention cannot be given 
to the curing room ; too many cheese-makers 
neutralize their skill in the making room, 
and their profits as well.”

THE GREAT BERG FAOTORY, 


Where the Iecbergs Originate and the An- 
nual Output ofa Glacier. 


Ensign Hugh Rodman of the United 
States Hydrographic Office of the navy has 
prepared an interesting report of his recent 
trip to Newfoundland to inquire into the 
condition of ice in the north Atlantic. Tce 
originates along the coasts of Newfoundland, 
Labrador, the Gulf of St. Lawrence, and 
mainly in the Aecrtice basin, whence it is 
transported south by the Arctic and East 
Greenland currents. Add to this the shore 
currents, tidal influences, the foree and 
direction of the wind, and the problem of 
avoiding ice may well baflle the best local 
pilots. Icebergs originate in West Green- 
land, which Mr. Rodman calls ‘‘the great 
berg factory,” The ice massed in the in- 
terior of the country is gradually forced out 
to sea by glacial movements on land, which 
advance at the rate of at least fifty feet a 
day. The glacier is broken in huge masses, 
when once in the water, by its buoyancy 
and brittleness and the currents,” This 
process is called calving. A berg varies in 
size, the average being 60 to 100 feet high 
and 300 to 500 yards long of exposed sur- 
face, which is usually an eigth of the whole 
mass. The annual output of a glacier i 
estimated at over two hundred billion cubic 
feet, a product which, allowing five pounds 
a day for cach person in the United States, 
would last over one hundred years, 

_ Only & small percentage of these bergs 
find their way to the transatlantic routes, 
and even those bergs which do drift that far 
south have had a long, erratic trip, occupy- 
ing four or five months. They follow the 
current and penetrate the ice fields without 
difficulty, and oftentimes vessels are towed 
through these ficlds

weather than cold, and whalers and sealers 
note this before landing on them, when an 
anchor is to be planted or fresh water to be 
obtained. On the coast of Labrador in July 
and August, when it is packed with bergs, 
the noise of rupture is often deafening, and 
those experienced in ice give them a. wide 
berth. 

The bergs assume a variety of shapes, 
from those approximating to some regular 
geometric figure to others crow with 
spires, domes, minarets, and peaks, while 
othors still are pierced by deep indentations 
or caves, ‘Tho presence of bergs may be 
detected by their effulgence wt night, their 
apparent blackness in foggy weather, the 
echo of whistles, and the noise of their break 
ing up. 

Ticla ice is made from the Arctic to New- 
foundland, Being in continual, often violent, 
motion, the field is rafted and piled until it 
is full of hummocks, One field will join an- 
other and drift until broken by gales or 
thaws or large bergs, Snow acts asa pre 
servative. ‘Tho great danger in attempting 
to sail through ice lies in the fact that a 
gale may come up before the ice is cleared 
and cause the ice to have such a heavy mo 
tion that the bows may be stovein, rudder 
carried away, or pieces of i 
deck or do other damage. Mr. Rodman 
recommends that underwriters should give 
bottor rates to those vessols that keop clear 


of ice and fog.

The Birth of Our Lord. 


“A German professor says our calculation 
of the Christian era is erroneous.” 1 find 
the above item going the rounds, with an 
added line which méekly informs the reader 
that we are off four or five years in our mode 
of reckoning time. Four centuries there 
has been doubt as to the corree of the 
accepted calculation cf the Christian cra. 
Learned historiins cannot agree whether 
Christ was born in the year 747, 749 or 754, 
counting from the foundation of Rome. 
Prof. Sattler, of Munich, has published an 
essay in which he tried to reconcile the testi- 
mony of the evangelists with other historical 
data on this point. He has examined four 
copper coins which were struck in the reign 
of Herod Antipas, one of the sons of Herod 
the Great, from which he deduces the con- 
clusion that Christ was not born in 754, but 
in 749, after the foundation of Rome, and 
therefore that 1890 is 1895. This opmion 
the professor substantiates by what he 
takes to be corroborative testimony of the 
evangelists. 

According to Matthew, Jesus was born to- 
ward the end of the reign of Herod the 
Great, and that when Herod died Jesus was 
yet alittle child. Luke says that James 
was born in the year which the governor of 
Syria made the first census in Judea. In 


another place he says that John began to 


baptize in the fifteenth year of the reign of 
rius Cwsar, andin that year baptized 
rsof age. St. 
Luke says that in Judea the first census was 
made during the reign of Herod ; this census 
must have been ordered in the year 746 of 
Rome, 
Probably it was begun in .Judea in 747. 
Professor Sattler thinks it was not made 
in Jerusalem earlier than 7 He finds 
that the four coins enabled him to make 


clear the testimony of the evangelist as to 


the fifteenth year of the Emperor Tiberius, 
Though Augustus died Aug. 19, 7 
reign of Tiberius must be an 
ear and a half earlier, from Feb., 7 
its was appointed co-regent; therefore the 


fifteenth year of Tiberius falls in 780, when 
John baptized Jesus, who was then about 30 
years of age. 

One of the evangelists says that Jesus 
began to preach forty-six years after the 
building of the temple by Herod at Jerusalem, 
Now it is known that the temple was begun 
eighteen years after Herod was appointed 
t hy the Roman senate, or in the year 
m the foundation of Rome. Adding 
forty-six to that year it gives 
yearin which Christ began to pr 
these calculations of Protessor Sattler are 
correct then the Christian era began five 
years earlier than is usually supposed,

WORDS PIN ROYAL KEW GARDENS. 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE HISTORICAL 
BOTANICAL GROUNDS. 
One of England's Shows—Thoy are Situat. 


od in LondonOnce the Private Gar« 


dons of Royalty, but for Pitty Yours a 


Pablie Park, 
Fora long time Kew waa a private 
ion of tho royal family, but’ about 


the year 1840-41 tho gardens, pleasure 
grounds nnd park wero transferred to 
the Dopartment of hor Majesty's Wooda 
ind Forests and opened to tho public, 
The gardens and grounds are exten- 
sive, theseveral parta being known as 
tho botanic garden, about twenty-five 
acres and the pleasure grounds and 


arboretura, some 270 acres; and beyond, 
stretching to Richmond, is the Old Deor 
Park, about 400 acres, only n small por- 
tion of which (that by the Richmond Road) 
being accessible to the public. In front 
stretches a broad smooth walk, and 
dotted about the well-kept lawn are 
specimens of tho Italian, Spanish, and 
Corsican pines, At the end of this, one 
sees the picturesque old red brick house 
in which Queen Charlotte died. To the 
left is the principal walk, with beds on 
either side, and in the distance the mag- 
nificent palm house, in front of which is 
the ornamental water with its flocks of 
aquatic birds, The museum occupies 
the opposite bank. The more interesting 
route for the visitor is perhaps that to 
the left—the first turning—so that one 
can take the various glass structnres en 
route, The flowering shrubs are just 
now at their best and fill the air with 
their fragrance, 

But here is the great palm house, de- 
signed by the same Decimus Burton, 
and opened in 1848, It is 862 feet long, 
100 feet wide, 96 feet high, and uncom- 
monly hot inside, judging from the per- 
spiration that some enthusiasts are mop- 
ping from their venerable pates. It 
was sufficiently warm outside, but there 
are six boilers iu this palm stove, and 
19,500 feet of 4-inch hot water piping. 
Here are Acrocomia schrocarpa (the 
macaw palm), Areca catechu (the betel 
nut), Avenga saccharifera, But spare 
the courteous reader, The presence—I 
feel it—of those six huge receptacles 
almost makes one’s blood boil, especially 
when one is told that a gallery runs 
fround ata height of thirty feet from 
the ground. 

THE SUCCULENT HOUSE, 

Presently one comes to the Succulent 
House (No. 5), with its weird and spiny 
monstrosities—the cactus family—the 
ELupdorias, the carrion flowers, aloes and 
agaves, strangely grotesque with thick 
succulent stems, set with sharp thorns, 
yet they frequently bear gorgeous blos- 
soms; among them the night blooming 
cereus, with its large, handsome white 
flowers, The house is 200 feet long. 
Most of its strange occupants are natives 
of South Africa, Central America andthe 
Canary Is'and#, occupying arid wastes 
and rocky ledges where nothing else 
could lie. Not far from the cool green- 
house, with its wealth of gay colors and 
fragrance, is a delightful rock garden— 
simply a sunk, undulating path, with 
picturesquely arranged boulders piled on 
either side, so as to give footholds and 
coigns of vantage to the multitude of 
humble things whose native haunts are in 
themountains. Here flourish the primul- 
as, saxifrages, stonecrops, aubrietias, ter- 
restrial orchids, lobelias, anemones, ferns 
and aquatic plans, each naturally situat- 
ed, with aspect and soil both so suitable 


and adapted that they seem quite 
at home. The stream is fringed 
with; aquatic plants. Among these 


is the stately oswunda, and, un- 
tila week ago, great clumps of golden 
kingoup. One of the prettiest sights of 
Kew is tosee the birds take their bath 
here, flutter and scatter the spray from 
their feathers ina little showers of sparkl- 
ing drops, and then pay for their bathin 
notes from the branches overhead. 
CURIOUS SPECIMENS, 

Elouse six contains in its several com- 
partments Cape heaths, bagonias, pitcher 
plants in three long houses, and at the 
junction—the house is T sliaped—the Vic- 
toria Regia house. The flower is a foot 
across, white, with golden center. The 
leaves are sometimes five to six feet over, 
lying flat on the still pool like our own 
white water lily. The natives on the 
Rio Mamosa, a tribe of Caribs, roast the 
seeds which are declared to be of finer 
flavor than our best wheat flour. This 
monstrous lily comes from. a single seed 
sown in early spring. In the west wing 
isan interesting collection of economic 
plants, among them the bread fruit, nut- 
meg, candle tree, caper, cocoa, coffee, 
orange, clove, monjosteen, tea, pepper, 
tobacco, 

Among the more curious and interest- 
ing specimens is the so-called weather 
plant about which much serious non- 
sense has been talked, It is allied to the 
mimosa tribe, and simply closes its leaves 
oceasionally, But a still more curious 


plant is the telegraph plant of India,. 


which is continually jerking like a rail- 
way signal at work, alternately raising 
and depressing its leaflets spontaneously 
—this is usually to be seen in the water 
lily house or aquarium, 

But there is so much to see in the 
houses at Kew that one tires of it, and 
strolls out of doors to smoke a quiet pipe 
while watching the water fowl or tho 
black cormorant with wings outspread on 
the rocky islet in the center. Other 
birds seem to forget their natural habits 
and become pampered and demoralized, 
he, never, Hunting alone, he pursues 
his prey beneath, then suddenly reap- 
pears with a golden carp as his booty; a 
toss of his mandibles and the ruddy fish 
disappears head foremost. ‘o's he 
gone, sir?” one asks, “Oh, into the in- 
terior of the Dark Continent—the cor- 
morantino regions of Shagdom.” was the 
roply. ;

well-guarded secret, while their transfor 
the ambulance waggon was so quictly effec 
edthat only oa few soldiers saw them. When 
the men emerged the spectators raised a 
loud shout. They were handcuffed in pairs 
and escorted by non-commissioned officer 
They appeared dejocted and haggard. One 
¢ in the regiment shouted, ‘Pat your 
heart, comrades.” Several prisoners burst 
out crying after the departure of the 
men. The story of their farewell parting 
with their wives and children spread ticohat 
the barracks. Wives, children, sweet- 
hearts and comrades crowded into the sy 
ous yard. Painful meetings took place in 
the yard and in the canteen, Outside stood 
A great crowd of sightseers, who gazed curi- 
ously and sympathetically bet. cen the rail- 
ings. The couples separated, the women 
hurrying away with their friends and child- 
ren, taking a farewell kiss from their father 
While these pathetic scens were going on in 
the yard different ones were being enacted 
in the canteen, Young women who seemed 
to have plenty of money were there treating 
their lovers. ‘The taps were continually run- 
ning, and the flowing bowl apparently light- 
ened the burden ofthe men for the time. 
They forgot their misfortune and indulged 
in jig dancing and singing. At the sound of 
the bugle women rushed outside. At 5 o'clock 
the men were drawn up in double line, 
and fifteen minutes later the colonel 
gave the order to march. The great gates 
at the Buckingham palace end of the yard 
were thrown open,and while the band played 
the spirit-stirring British Grenadiers the bat- 
talion marched out and were greeted by the 
shouts and cheers of an enormous throng. A 
number of policemen were formed in these 
lines to open the way for the soldiers. After 
the police came sappers and miners, and be- 
hind them a band and Col, Daton at the head 
of the regiment. As the battalion appeared 
in the road a mighty deafening cheer went 
up from the aeieribll thousands, The col- 
umn was repeatedly broken, caused by wo- 
men seeking their husbands with whom, 
when found, they marched some time. Sever- 
al men kept pace with their sons. It is said 
that at the inspection yesterday by the Duke 
of Cambridge it was noticed that the men 
shouldered their arms in a slovenly manner, 
there appearing to be an inclination on their 
part not to obey orders. Subsequent “in- 
quiries have elicited the fact that an under- 
standing existed that on the orderto shoulder 
arms being given they should remain motion- 
less. Fortunately the men altered their 
minds at the last moment on seeing that some 
of their comrades were obeying the orders.

Lubowich, This lady’s home consisted 
of three rooms, one of them being turned into 
a workshop or grenade factory, while the 
two others were occupied by Guiatowich and 
Atschinazi. The latter spoke French and 
was the interpreter for the others. He was 
studying medicine and had apartments in 
the Avenue de Montsouris, in which he sel- 
dom made his appearance, but where sever: 
al Russian Nihilists had often been lodged. 
But it was in the Rue Butte-aux-Cailles 
that the making of grenades was carried on 
with most activity. They bought and fitted 
up a little steam engine for their lathe and 
worked away all day long with great indus- 
try. In the evening a number of Youngmen 
and young girls came there to take tea and 
sing and prey. but their conduct seemed 
irreproachable, The neighbours found them 
extremely polite, but reserved in their man- 
ners. They evidently wished to keep b; 
themselves without forming any French ac- 
quaintances. According to the XJXe. 
Siecle, the arrestsare important, because they 
include most dangerous conspirators, whose 
principal object was the assassination of the 
Czar,

Homes of the Lepers. 

In the Sandwich Islands, Trinidad, Mada- 
gascar, Japan, China, and India, leper hos- 
itals are served by men and women who 
belong to various Roman Catholic orders. 

Father Denjoy, of the Jesuits, has written 
an interesting account of his charge in 
Madagascar. This asylum was moyed to 
Ambahivoraka from Amboulatara, and was 
the first of the kind in the fertile African 
island. It is situated on & broad open 
plateau, with a view of hills in the distance, 
and is near a sacred wood that was once the 
shrine of a famous idol and the resort of 
many pilgrims. 

Now a bell rings from a graceful Roman 
tower transported from afar to the plateau 
of Imerina to call these afflicted children to 
the shrine of the Christians’ God, They 
take great pleasure in singing to a flute- 
harmonica that also has found its way there. 
On the right of the chureh a long row of low 
buildings, consisting of a number of cells, 
are the homes of the lepers who seem to 
enjoy sitting on their own door-sills in the 
sun. Those whoare able to work, cultivate 
fields of manioc, the produce of whieh is, of 
course, devoted to their own subsistence. 
It is estimated that thirty francs aey will 
suflice, but as the refuge can only do justice 
to one hundred pensioners, and fifty more 
have thrown themselves upon its charity, 
additional funds are greatly needed, To 
refuse hospitality is to condemn them to 
ati for the morbid horror of the 
is wearcely exceeded by that of 
the natives of Sierra Leone, who will not 
evon mention the leprosy.

Aboiit Fall Fairs. 

A WOMAN,S SUGGESTIONS—SOME EXCELLENT 
AND TIMELY HINTS FOR DIRECTORS AND 
OTHERS, 

As a farmer's wife I am greidtly interested 
in tho agricultural shows or fall fairs, and as 
the time for arranging the business and mak- 
ing out the prize lists for this year is close 
at hand, may I beg the favor of a space in 
your valuable paper for a few suggestions 
and remarks. 

Suggestion 1.—That a few ladies be admit. 
ted to the boards as directors fot theao shows, 
merley to BRIRDR? What is strittly their own 

rovince, viz—domestic mantfacttires and 
ladies’ work, Iam no advocate of Wothan’s 
rights; do not desire to be enfranchined, atid 
don’t want a seat in parliament or in the 
town councils; but still I think that as the 
men would not be satisfied with our making 
out of prize lists for horaes, cattle, sheep, etc., 
we women may justly be entitled to arrange 
for our own canned fruits, pickles, tidies, 
pillow shams, ete 

Suggestion 2 —That the prize lists be each 
year overhauled and remodelled hy compo: 
tent persons, and obselete and old-fashioned 
pieces cancelled and their places filled with 
neW styles, I allid’ to such articles as 
crochet tidies in wool and cotton, tow as ob- 
selote in well-appointed drawiog-rooms and 

arlors as is the dodo in natural history; to 
lowers in hair and wool work, those libela 
on nature’s beauties; to undergarments em- 
broided by hand in the laat generation, now 
superceded by machinery; log cabin quilts, 
one of which I saw in a country show last 
year had from its appearance kept its indus- 
trious, if not too cleanly, owner warm 
through inany a winter's frost; to those eye 
straining, bewildering pieces of card-board 
work, 80 inartistic, showing little beauty 
and less skill; and to pumbers of other kinds 
of time-honered fancy work, more fit to be 
shown in a museum as specimens of the 


tastes and industries of bygone years, rath, 
er than in an annual show. As well might 
prizes be offered for the old-time hand rake, 
sickle, cradle (of course I mean grain cradle, 
not cradles of tockers, which never get 
old-fashioned), instead of your fine Pattersop 
and Harris binders or other modern imple- 
ments, as for these kinds of work mentioned 
above, 

Suggestion 3.—That no piece of work that 
has taken a prize in previous years be admit- 
ted for competition, as it is unfair to other 
exhibitors, giving them but a small chance 
of winning prizes, I haye in my mind’s eye 
as I write the remembrance of several pieces 
of fancy work I have known for years, and 
could accurately describe them and their lo- 
cation, but would not like to be personal, 
If suggestion 2 were carried out, however, 
this abuse would in part amend itself. 

Suggestion 4.—That all articles exhibited 
be the work of the exhibitor, and certified 
as such on the entrance ticket; any person 
violating this rule to forfeit any prize ob- 
tained, and to be prohibited from competing 
in the ladies’ department for one year at 
least, Several walls are denuded of their 

ictures, and parlors of their fancy work, to 

shown for prizes by their owners, who 

never drew a line or formed a stitch of one 
of them, 

Suggestion 5.—That only competent per- 
sons be employed as judges—that is those 
who are practically acquainted with what 
they are judging—then prizes will be dis- 
tributed according to merit, and not accord: 
ing to what pleased the eye, I have seen 
in a country show.—and to these I chiefly 
allude—two pieces of worsted work, the one 
4 neat pattern faultlessly, executed in work 
avd style; the other a vulgarly shaded, 
gaudy, unnatural Brow of flowers crossed in 
every direction anc batlly finished; bat this 
latter took the first prize, and as I eyed 
them both I saw the judges were no workers 
in worsted themselves or the defects would 
have been noted. Now, as only very exper- 
ienced men are chosen as judges for horses 
and other animals, and seldom if ever the 
same men for the different classes, why are 
wemen expected to understand all kinds of 
work, such as knitting, crochet, tatting and 
‘‘othera too numerous to mention,” as an 
auctioneer would put it. Particularly let us 
have experienced judges in the art depart 
ment, where through ignorance prizes are of- 
ten awarded to works of little merit, or to 
those most handsomely framed. In art gal- 
leries in Europe only the plainest frames are 
permitted as protections for the picture, 80 
as not from their showiness to detract from 
the work of art itself. 

Suggestion 6.—That these shows be made 

pleasant atid profitable to the young persons 
of both sexes, for it is to them that we must 
look hereafter to the advancement of this 
fine, new country, ours by birth in many in- 
stances, by adoption in others. Let them 
show their dogs, cats, birds, window plants, 
or even a string of buttons or a neatly 
dressed doll, and gladden their young hearts 
by a trifling prize when merited. Let the 
boys be encouraged in wood carving, design- 
ing, drawing plans of buildings, map-draw- 
ing, or any other pursuit best suited to thelt 
individual tastes, thus inducing them to 
spend their winter evenings profitably at 
home, rather than loafing around hotels or 
stores gossipltig atid smoking, as is often the 
case. I have seen in the old country chains 
cut out of cherry stones by a poor work- 
house boy, deethed worthy to be placed as a 
curiosity in a rich than’s drawing room, and 
whistles carved from a hollow piece of rough 
wood by a poor country boy that would not 
shame a Swiss carver. Have Canadian boys 
no talents to cultivate? Let each young 
girl in the farmer's family Ientn every year 
how to tnake some new article of plain or 
fancy work, and exbibit at the nearest fall 
show, and if she does not win a prize her- 
self she will be nearly as pleased to see it go 
to a sister or school-fellow, and sbe will try 
again next year. Or let brother titid sister 
roam the field or bush together and rijake a 
collection of grasses or wild flowers, or aut- 
umn leaves to skeletdnize, wax over and ox 
hibit these. They will at least get a Jittle 
recreation, of which our young ones on the 
farms are too much deprived. 

Suggestion 7.—That as a panacea for the 
wounded feelings of those ladies who hive 
been in the habit of exhibiting the orticles 
referred to under the head of suggestion 2, 
for years taking prizes on them, a muscum 
be opened to show the tastes and industries 
of about fifty years ago, the opening of anid 
museum to be inaugurated by a banquet of 
rare beef, the typical Hriton’s food: salt- 
raising bread (now happily exploded by the 
introduction of hop-yeant and yeast cakes); 
tea sweetened with maplo sugar the color of 
mahogany; the hall lighted with glittering 
tallow candles, and the ladies themselves pre 
siding in the costumes of tho samo date. 

Suggestion 8, and lavt,—'That overy young 
young man or youth going to these shows 
will take his young Indy with him, thus en- 
suring bis quict and gentlemanly behaviour, 
and keeping him from rudoly pushing, elbow: 
ing, jostling and annoying auch old ladies as 
the one who now signe herself, —A Burford

five degrees last night, and must have done 
considerable damage to late grain. Reports 
indicate that half of the crop is safely reaped, 
aiid NEN half of the Haletice is beyond 
damage, pon tlie wliole, no véry Hreat 
damage seems to have been done, as the 
frost was not heavy enough to totally destroy, 
It would only shrivel a fi million bushels, 

A. special from St. Paul, Minn., says: 
Killing frosts are reported in Kittson, Mar- 
shall, Norman, and Polk Counties, Minne- 
sota; in all border counties of North Dakota 
and in Manitoba westward to Minnedosa,

Fairbank, admitted that He tsed from 60 to 
60 per cent. of cotton seed oil and only 20 
per cent, of lard, and complacently told the 
committee that he know better what the con- 
sumers want thar they do themselves, It 
was also shown in 6vidence before the com 
mittee as proof of the use of mixtures that 
in 1886 Chicago shipped ‘' lard,” so-called, 
in excess of receipts to the extent of inany 
millions of pounds, The amount of bogus 
lard made in the United States is believed 
to be 320,000,000 pounds annually. The 
manufactures of counterfeit lard have grown 
rich. Itisa very profitable business. They 
They mix déotton seed oil, made of cotton 
seed, which is alriost valueless, and stearine, 
which is the residue left in the filter bags 
after the oil is pressed out of beef fats in 
manufacturing oleomargarine, and then add 
4 sinall quantity of lard, a third or a fourth, 
to give it the taste and appearance of lard, 
This cheap stuff they compound so skillfully 
that few could detect the counterfeit. It is 
labelled ‘pure, refined family lard,” and 
has undersold honest lard. Formerly the 
real American lard sold in the market 
amounted to over 500,000,000 pounds av- 
nually, o great thing for our farmers; but 
the sale of bogus lard has driven genuiue 
lard, such as farmers produce, from the mar 
ket. The proposed bill will put an end to 
the counterfeit business and require the 
manufacturers to stamp their product by its 
true naine,
